Believe That With Assurance of Pro* 
tection He Will Return to Pri­ 
vate Life and Quit Mak

Washington, Dec. 20.—State depart­ 


ment officials have decided that Gen­ 


eral Villa will be given such asylum 


as is usually given political refugees 
in this country should 
he 
enter the 
United States. 
This 
message 
w'as 
sent to General Funston today by the 
war department, to 
be 
delivered to 
General Villa 
or 
his representative. 
State 
department 
agents 
reported 
that 
intermediaries 
had 
requested 
Villa’s immunity from arrest, saying 
that if this was given 
they believed 
he would abandon 
the 
fight against 
Carranza and return to private life in 
the United States. The state depart­ 
ment does not conceal its desire to 
eliminate Villa.

Peace Agreement is Signed. 
El Paso,

20.—An agreement 
was reached and papers

“All of the troops at Suzla and An- 
j zac, together with stores of guns and

transferred 
I with comparatively few' casualties to 
j another sphere 
of 
operations. 
The 
{ Suzla bay and Anzac cove positions 
I are on the north coast of the Galapoli 
' peninsula.” 
As no mention w'as made in the an­ 
nouncement of the allied positions in 
the Seddul-Bahr location at the tip of 
the peninsula it is not clear whether 
the withdrawal of the troops indicate 
a decision to abandon efforts to force 
the Dardanelles or means the readjust­ 
ment of the allied forces. 
No previous hint of such a move 
has been made, although the question 
has been raised in England, W'hether 
in view' of the failure of the allies to 
make headway at the Dardanelles and 
the need for additional troops at Sa- 
loniki the Dardanelles 
forces 
should 
be withdrawn. 
“Thank God, they are safely out of 
there without serious loss,” is an ex­ 
pression frequently’ heard 
today 
in 
connection with the transfer of troops 
from Suzla and Anzac zones, although 
this is coupled with regret 
that 
it 
should have been regarded as neces­ 
sary' to evacuate the foothold of the 
peninsula, obtained at such a heavy 
cost in casualties. 
The toe of the Galapoli peninsula, 
with Seddul-Bahr, 
commanding 
the 
entrance to the Dardanelles, is appar­ 
ently still to be held, as no mention 
was made of a transfer from this le ­ 
gion.

The war office’s statement leaves 
the public to draw its own conclu­ 
sions as to the destination of the Aus­ 
tralian and United Kingdom forces, 
which are w'eli over 100,000 strong, 
but it is widely conjectured that any 
southward sweep of the Teutonic or 
Bulgarian army in the Balkans, w'he­ 
ther from the north, w'est or east, will 
sooner or later come in contact with 
them.

fountains

drinking cup,

germ spreader. 
In the early s ta g e s 
diphtheria presents symptoms which 
are in general similar to those caused 
by tonsilitis, anil in this resemblance 
lies one of the greatest 
dangers, for 
parents of infected children are prone 
to use ordinary 
home 
remedies for 
the throat, such as gargles, which do 
not reach the seat of the disease and 
are in any case ineffective. 
Only a physician can determine the 
presence of diphtheria, 
and if every 
case of “sore throat" is regarded as a 
possible 
diphtheria 
infection 
and 
medical examination immediately had 
much of the danger of disease spread 
will be avoided. Diphtheria is not now 
rated .as a highly 
dangerous disease, 
as a result of the development of s e ­ 
rum treatment, which has greatly re­ 
duced the percentage of fatality’, but 
it is, nevertheless, so serious an in­ 
fection that every precaution against 
it must be taken.

garded by parents
